Plane hijacker slain 


DENVER ‘AP) — A gunm an who 
held two hostages on a private airplane 
for seven hours was shot and killed by 
FBI agents early today as he boarded a 
jet he thought was to fly him to Mexico, 
an FBI spokesm an said 
Ted Rosack, special agent in charge 
of the Denver FBI office, said Roger 
Lyle Lentz, 31, was killed shortly after 
midnight, ending an episode that began 
in Grand Island, Neb., and included two 
separate flights over Colorado aboard 
the com m andeered private plane. 
N either hostage — pilot Robert Blair 
and m echanic H arlan Hiller, both of 
Grand Island — was hurt during the 
seven hours they spent in the Piper 
Navaho with the gunman or in the 
gunfire aboard the com m ercial jet, 
Rosack said 
“The subject cam e up the ram p with 
his hostages, ducked into the galley, 
and when agents aboard the plane 
properly identified him, was shot.” 
Rosack said “ One of the agents said he 
believed the subject fired one shot, but 
we’re still investigating th at.” 
The shooting was aboard a Con val r 
990. a four-engine jet owned by Ports of 
Call Travel Club, a local airline. It w as 
the second jet prepared for Lentz, who 
earlier rejected a DC8 trainer owned by 
United 
Airlines 
for 
the 
flight 
he 
dem anded to Mexico. 


Rosack 
said 
Lentz, 
who 
faced 
charges at home including vehicular 
homicide and larceny, was involved in 
a 
gunfight 
earlier 
Sunday 
with 
authorities in G rand Island 


He went to the Grand Island airport, 
carried a 22-caliber revolver and a 410 
shotgun aboard the Navaho and or­ 
dered Blair to take off, Rosack said. 


He said Hiller was in the airplane 
because he had just finished servicing 
it for flight. 
After arriving at D enver’s Stapleton 
International Airport, the plane sat on 
a runw ay while FBI agents tried to talk 
Lentz into surrendering, Rosack said. 
He dem anded a Boeing 747, then a 
Boeing 737, then any type of com ­ 
m ercial aircraft to fly him to Mexico, 
Rosack said 
The FBI agent said the plane took on 
fuel after 3‘* hours on the ground, then 
inexplicably took off. circled the air 
port for about a half-hour and landed. It 
was refueled and took off again. 


During the second flight, Blair got 
clearance to land at Casper, Wyo.. 
about 250 miles north of Denver, but 
just north of Greeley. Colo , 50 miles 
north of Denver, the plane turned back 
and returned to Stapleton 
Rosack said it was uncertain why 


Lentz took over the plane in N ebraska, 
but the FBI agent said he assum ed the 
gunm an wanted to leave the country to 
escape prosecution on the N ebraska 
charges 
Reporters were not allowed to talk 
with the pilot and mechanic They were 
interviewed into the morning by FBI 
agents. 
Rosack said both hostages were “ in 
close proxim ity’’ to Lentz when he was 
shot The agent said he couldn’t say 
whether Lentz was challenged by the 
agents aboard the plane before the 
shooting began. 
The gunm an fired five confirmed 
shots during the episode. Rosack said.

Sunday in Deer Creek, a half 
mile south of Mount Sterling. 
The victim was wading with a friend, 
Mrs Mabel Cundiff, near the bridge on 
Ohio 56 when the incident occurred. 
According to the statem ent given to 
Madison County sheriff’s deputies by 
Mrs. Cundiff, the two had left a sm all 
group of friends near the creek. Mrs. 
G raham 
was 
wading 
while 
Mrs 
Cundiff w as floating nearby. 
The victim reportedly stepped into a 
hole along the creek bottom grabbing 
Mrs. Cundiff’s leg as she went under. 
Mrs. Cundiff stated that she held the 
victim as long as she could while 
shouting for help 
She said that M rs G raham slipped 
under and one m em ber of the party 
jum ped from the bridge to pull her 
(M rs. Cundiff) to safety. Those in the 
party w ere unable to locate Mrs. 
G raham . 


Divers from surrounding counties 
were sum m oned to the scene, and Mrs 
G raham 's body was recovered shortly 
before 7 a m. 
Involved in the search w ere four 
Madison County divers, two Pickaw ay 
County divers, four Madison County 
sh eriffs 
deputies 
and 
two 
Mount 
Sterling police officers 
Three divers from Fayette County 
w ere 
called, 
but 
the 
body 
was 
recovered just as they arrived Those 
sum m oned were W ashington C.H. Fire 
Lt. Cecil Seam an and Delbert and 
Richard Knisley of the F ayette County 
D isaster Services Agency. D isaster 
Services 
director Raldon Smith and 
driver Jam es Wilson accom panied the 
divers. 
Mrs. Cundiff said that neither she nor 
Mrs. G raham could sw im , and divers 
reported that the section of the creek 
bottom near the bridge is extrem ely 
uneven While most of the creek is only 
a few feet deep, holes of up to 15 feet 
occur frequently. 
The body was taken to the Madison 
County Hospital in London. It is being 
held for autopsy, and the Madison 
County Sheriff’s D epartm ent is con­ 
tinuing its investigation.

There was only one 
doctor in the area, and he was 
sick. 
"O thers refused to come in 
here,” he said “ I didn’t want a 
P ark Avenue practice, and here I 
have people who appreciate me, 
thank Gtxl.” 
City officials have told him the 
land his office occupies is needed 
for a park, part of a project 
honoring the late civil rights 
leader. The project calls for 
widened 
roadw ays 
and

green spaces in the ghetto area 
that planners hope will attract 
industry,

Bills face death in Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Bills that 
haven’t cleared at least one cham ber 
probably will get lost in the shuffle as 
the legislature begins on Tuesday a 
two-week drive to bring the current 
session to a close. 
Floor sessions and com m ittee ac­ 
tivity both will reflect what has become 
a traditional policy giving em phasis to 
bills near passage in the closing days. 
There probably 
will 
be some ex­ 
ceptions, as m em bers with long stalled 
m easures 
begin 
“horse 
trading 
am ong them selves. 
On Tuesday, the House returns from 
a week-long E aster break to consider 
Senate am endm ents to five m easures. 
They will go to the governor if the 
am endm ents are approved The lower 
cham ber votes the sam e day on four 
bills that originated in the Senate. 


Sim ilarly, senators return for a flood 
session that calls for votes on five 
House m easures. Comm ittee sessions 
follow the sam e pattern, with House 
panels looking at a total of 25 Senate 
bills 
Tuesday 
through 
Thursday 
com pared to 13 of their own. Of 55 
m easures to be heard in the Senate, 40 
originated in the House. 
Three m ajor bills are among those in 
the House aw aiting action on Senate 
am endm ents. One requires statew ide 


voter registration in Ohio (only 64 of the 
88 counties now require registration), 
and the other allows sale of liquor on 
election day. The latter would not apply 
to the June 8 prim ary, however. 


House sponsors predict approval of 
Senate am endm ents to a third bill 
prohibiting natural gas utilities from 
passing along costs of em ergency sup­ 
plies 
for 
industry 
to 
residential 
custom ers. The m easure assertedly 
would delete from most residential bills 
a $1 surcharge applied last winter with 
the purchase of em ergency supplies for 
industry. 


Floor votes are scheduled Tuesday in 
the House that would virtually com ­ 
plete passage of other Senate m easures 
that provide identification cards for 
nondriving senior and handicapped 
citizens, and to perm it counties to 
license electrical, heating, and air 
conditioning contractors. 


A House bill of m ajor im portance to 
consum ers is due for a Senate floor vote 
Tuesday. 


It repeals the long em battled holder 
in due course doctrine, which allows 
installm ent sellers to divest them selves 
of installm ent contracts, usually selling 
them to banks or finance companies, 
and as a result escape responsibility 


from faulty m erchandise of shabby 
services. 
The bill perm its the purchaser to 
withhold paym ents in such situations. 
Some other big issues rem ain at 
com m ittee stage after being approved 
by one cham ber or the other or in one 
instance both houses.

m eets 
for

tim e 
Tuesday to try to resolve differences in 
a highly publicized bill that establishes 
a new utility rate making form ula. 
That

On Thursday, a Senate Ways and 
Means subcom m ittee tries*again after 
several m eetings to com plete work on 
am endm ents to another priority bill. It 
is designed to protect Ohio homeowners 
from future property tax increases that 
result from inflation.

Judiciary C om m ittee m ay not try to 
finish work this week on a Senate 
m easure that perm its bingo gam es to 
be sponsored by charitable, tax exempt 
organizations.

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I Approval for use as landfill 
expected this summer 
I County commissioners contract to farm newly-acquired land 
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By GEORGE MALEK 
The F ayette County Board (rf Comm issioners have 
contracted with Donald Denen to farm m ore than IOO 
acres of land purchased near the W ashington C.H. 
Industrial Park. 
The land, which was purchased by the com ­ 
m issioners for $233,172 M arch 23 at the auction of the 
late E dna H am m ’s estate, will be used by the county as 
a new landfill. 
The portion of the land which is not im m ediately 
used for landfill will be farm ed by Denen and the 
profits divided betw een Denen and the county. Denen 
currently operates the F ayette County farm on the 
CCC Highway-E w here he resides 
The com m issioners said the two parties will share 
the operating expenses with Denen supplying the 
necessary m achinery. This is the sam e arrangem ent 
under which the 450 acre county farm is maintained. 
Approval of the new site by the Fayette County 
Health D epartm ent and me Ohio Environm ental 


Actual use of the site as a landfill is expected to begin 
in six m onths to one year. 
Farm ing will continue while the land is serving as a 
landfill. It will require only three to five acres per year 
for the landfill operation. 
FINANCING the purchase will come largely trom 
federal revenue sharing monies. The $23,317 down 
paym ent on the land cam e from existing revenue 
sharing funds. The comm issioners expect too borrow 
$160,000 on a five-year note 
which they expect to 
eventually bond. 
lf revenue sharing is continued, a question which is 
currently being debated in Congress, the greatest 
percentage of the money to repay the loan will also 
come from revenue sharing in the coming years. 
In addition to the down paym ent and loan, there will 
be an outstanding balance of nearly $50,000. The 
com m issioners have not yet decided w hat m onies will 
be used to pay this portion of the cost 
Likely sources a re revenue sharing, the county farm 
account, and the road m aintenance and repair fund. 
The latter is being considered because the 137-acre 
Protection Agency a re expected early this sum m er. 


tract is to eventually house the county highway 
departm ent facilities. 
The com m issioners stressed that the purchase was 
prom pted solely by the need for a new landfill site 
E stim ates of the useful life of the current landfill area 
near Jeffersonville range from four to eight months. 
The com m issioners also stressed that they have no 
intention of seeking a special tax levy to fund the 
purchase. Sufficient funds to cover the cost should be 
available from current sources, they said. 
E stim ates of the revenue which might be obtained 
from farm ing the available land w ere in the neigh­ 
borhood of $5,000 per year 
In addition, the com ­ 
m issioners said they have been approached con­ 
cerning lease of som e portions which would serve as 
pasture land, but are not tillable. 
Use of the tract as a landfill snould not dim inish its 
value, they said lf the land is properly attended during 
the landfill operation, it should be able to ac­ 
com m odate a variety of uses afterw ard. 
Ai least 18 inches of topsoil m ust cover the ground 
when the fill area is restored. Im proved grading will 


likely enhance the value, the com m issioners added 
OTHER MATTERS discussed by the com m issioners 
Monday included a joint m eeting of the board and the 
F ayette County Township T rustees Association which 
will be held W ednesday night. 
The m eeting has been called by county engineer 
C harles P. W agner, who m ay hold such a joint m eeting 
once each year 
The com m issioners are also scheduled to attend a 
Business and Professional W omen’s banquet Tuesday 
night. The BPW sponsors a “ bosses night” annually, 
and the com m issioners have been invited as guests of 
their clerk Mrs Janet Pope. 
The com m issioners will also m eet Monday with John

eastern and northern Lebanon, and he

Col Aly Madani, head of the Syrian

the Syrian

telligence chief, came from Damascus 
and met with Karami, Palestinian 
security chief Abu Hassan and other 
lebanese chieftains at Karam i’s home. 
Former President Camille Chamoun, 
leader of the second-largest Christian 
militia, refused to attend, saying Ka­ 
rami’s home was not a safe meeting 
place. But his son denied a report that 
Chamoun and his National Liberal 
party rejected the new Syrian peace 
plan The son said Chamoun accepted 
the plan in general but objected to a 
provision rejecting any international 
(meaning 
American) 
or 
pan-Arab 
(meaning Egyptian) participation in 
the peacemaking. 
Assad is determined to use the year­ 
long lebanese war to make Syria the 
predominant influence in Lebanon. 


Chamoun's opposition to this is shared 
by the leader of the leftist Moslem 
forces. Druze chieftain Kamal Jum- 
blatt. He was forced to accept the 
Syrian plan, however, after Arafat 
threatened to withdraw the support of 
his guerrillas from him.

Revival of draft machinery proposed 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - A govern 
men! commission says the United 
States could cut $3 billion to 14 billion 
annually from its defense budget by 
overhauling procedures for military 
pay, promotion, retirement and other 
personnel costs. 
The Defense Manpower Commission 
proposed 
scrapping 
the 
current 
retirement system, which allows all 
members of the armed services to 
retire at half-pay after 20 years. It sug­ 
gested a 30-year minimum, except for 
men serving in combat units, who 
would still be eligible to retire after 20 
years 
The seven-member citizens' com­ 
mission, 
which 
was appointed 
by 
Congress, spent two years and $2.4 
million assaying America's military 
manpower needs. 
In a 518-page report issued Sunday, 
the panel also said the United States 
will have to keep its forces at the 
current level of 2.1 million regulars and 
890,000 reservists for the next decade. 
But the commission charged that the 


reserves and the National Guard are a 
weak link behind the nation’s all-volun­ 
teer force. In case of war, many 
reservists and the Guard would be 
needed overseas in 60 to 90 days, but 
would not be ready for 120 to 160 days, 
the panel found 
Defense 
strategists 
believe 
American reserve forces would be 
needed promptly in Europe if the Soviet 
Union attacked the NATO countries 


The National Guard should be con­ 
sidered a replacement pool for the 
Army in the early stages of a war, 
rather 
than filling the 
traditional 
Guard role of going to battle in division 
strength, the panel said 
The commission, headed by former 
Selective Service Director Curtis W. 
Tarr, recommended reviving a standby 
draft that would require all young men 
to register upon their 18th birthday. A 
standy system would allow the govern­ 
ment to induct men within 30 days of a 
mobilization order, the panel said. 
Without a standby draft, it would take 


four months to induct men in an 
emergency, Tarr estimated. 
The commission noted ‘‘with grave 
concern that recent administrative 
actions have already emasculated any 
semblance of a viable standby selective 
service system.” 
The United States abolished the draft 
in 1973. It decided three months ago 
that 18 year-old-old men would no 
longer be required to register, and 
most 
of 
the 
Selective 
Service 
machinery has been dismantled and its 
1,700 workers shifted. 
The commission said the economic 
climate will determine whether the all­ 
volunteer 
force 
draws 
sufficient 
recruits over the next IO years. 
If the economy booms, “the supply of 
recruits will probably not be large 
enough,” the panel found Pay raises, 
more enlistment bonuses and increased 
enrollment of women could be used to 
avert “a major recruiting shortfall,” 
the commission said, adding that 
military pay and benefits must be kept 
competitive with civilian scales.

Arguments heard on trial coverage 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - "W e do not 
have spacious profits with which to 
defend ourselves and our principles, all 
the way to the Supreme Court, each and 
every time we feel them to be under 
attack.... But I am confident that the 
court will listen to us because we 
represent the most defenseless among 
the petitioners.” 
With these words, H. Brandt Ayers, 
editor and publisher of the Anniston, 
Ala., Star, pleaded the cause of the 
nation’s small daily newspapers in a 
free press-fair trial case which the high 
court hears arguments on today. 


Ayers’ letter is quoted in a brief 
submitted to the court on behalf of news 
organizations 
ranging 
from 
the 
Anniston Star, which has a circulation 
of 28,000, to the major television net­ 
works. 
The case, which arose out of a 
Nebraska 
mass 
murder, 
involves 
conflicting views about the effect of 
news coverage on the impartiality of 


potential jurors in criminal cases and 
the rights of defendants. 
It is the first time the court has held a 
full-scale hearing on the relationship 
between the free press guarantee of the 
First Amendment to the Constitution 
and the fair trial guarantee of the Sixth 
Amendment. 
A decision is expected by June. 
District Judge Hugh Stuart of North 
Platte, Neb., touched off the dispute by 
restricting pretrial news coverage last 
October of the case of Erwin Charles 
Simants, 29, charged with killing six 
members 
of 
a 
Sutherland, 
Neb., 
family. 
With some modifications made by the 
Nebraska 
Supreme 
Court, 
the 
restrictions remained in effect until a 
jury was selected Jan. 8 for Simants' 
trial. He was convicted of first-degree 
murder and has been sentenced to die 
in the electric chair. 
In attacking the judge’s order, the 
news media organizations rely heavily 
upon a ruling of the U.S. Supreme Court 


last June that exposure of jurors to 
news accounts of a crime does not in 
itself make a fair trial impossible. 
The 
attorneys 
for 
the 
news 
organizations told the court in a brief 
last week that the case is vital to “the 
right of the press rather than govern­ 
ment 
to 
decide 
what 
news 
the 
American people will receive.” 
Ayers, in his letter to attorneys for 
news media organizations, said such 
restrictions would be felt most severely 
in small towns. 
“Our papers are not read in the White 
House, the Congress, the Supreme 
Court or by network news executives,” 
he said. “We have no in-house staff We 
retain no great, national law firms. 
“Our only alternative is obedient 
silence. You hear us when we speak 
now. Who will notice if we are silenced? 
The small town press will be the un­ 
known soldier of a war between the 
First and Sixth amendments, a war 
that should never have been declared, 
and can still be avoided.”

The jump pushed the dollar value of 
the G N P to an annual rate of $1 616 
trillion — 19.4 per cent ahead of peak 
output during the final quarter of 1973 
But inflation cut the quarter’^ volume 
of goods and services to two-tenths of a

represents the total output of goods and 
services in the nation’s economy and is 
the broadest gauge of the nation’s 
economic performance. 
The quarter's increase is within the

Secretary Elliot L. Richardson and 
others, but at the high end of the range 
The figures for the quarter are pre­ 
liminary and subject to revision.

AT LA N T A (AP) — Scientists at the 
Center for Disease Contrpl say federal 
employes and Texas prison inmates 
who will be given the first inoculations 
of swine flu vaccine starting this week 
are in no danger of contracting the 
disease because the vaccine contains a 
dead virus. 
The 
vaccine 
was 
developed 
to 
combat an anticipated outbreak of 
swine flu in the United States this year 
after the strain surfaced in January at 
Ft. Dix, N J. 
Scientists suspect that a swine-type 
flu similar to the anticipated strain 
may 
have 
caused 
a 
worldwide 
epidemic in 1918-19. 
Dr Michael Gregg, director of viral 
diseases for the Center for Disease 
Control, said that when a live virus, 
such as that for immunization against 
polio, is used in a vaccine, “there is a 
remote 
chance" 
that 
persons 
inoculated 
may 
show 
symptoms 
compatible to the disease. 
“But the new swine flu vaccine will 
be a dead virus,” Gregg said in an 
interview. 
To produce a dead virus vaccine, 
scientists mix the chemical “formalin" 
with viral particles. These particles 


react with the chemical, yielding a 
vaccine 
that 
will 
stimulate 
the 
production of protective antibodies in 
recipients without reproducing 
the 
disease. 
Officials of the Food and 
Drug 
Administration in Washington said the 
agency has received 24,000 vials of the 
vaccine in three dosage strengths from 
four drug companies 
An appropriations bill that President 
Ford signed Thursday includes $135 
million for enough vaccine to immunize 
the entire population of the United 
States — about 213 million persons. 
Employes of the 
FD A and the 
Natidnal Institutes of Health have 
volunteered to be inoculated this week. 
They will be monitored to determine 
which of the three dosage strengths is 
the most effective and has the fewest 
undesirable side effects, officials said. 
Dr. Robert Couch, head of Baylor

Medicine's 
Influenza 
Research Center in Houston, said 
inoculations will be administered next 
Sunday to 260 inmates at the Ramsey 
Unit of the Texas Department of 
Corrections near Angleton.

And the big issue that they will have 
to congront here is unemployment. 
Henry Ford II admitted in an in­ 
terview in The Detroit News that this 
will be a 10-million-plus car year, not 
the scacely more than 9.5 million he 
had earlier predicted. 
But this upsurge in the auto industry 
has touched "the Motor Town" little, if 
at all. One reason, of course, is that the 
industry — with the exception of 
Chrysler — is widely dispesed in other 
parts of the country and what was once 
the center of the machine that tran­ 
sformed the world is today no more 
than a symbol. 
The unemployment rate here is put 
today at 20 per cent. But there is good 
reason 
to 
believe 
that, 
as 
with 
nationwide unemployment figures, this 
is a gross underestimate. Persons who 
should know put the unemployment 
rate in the city’s black ghetto at 40 per 
cent or more. And this includes not only 
youths but individuals of all ages. 
Here 
is 
the 
fundamental 
con­ 
tradiction of this strange election year. 
All the economic indicators are slowly 
rising. The employed, the affluent, are 
buying new cars and , in a larger 
proporition, bigger cars. At the same 
time, the great mass of the unemployed 
remains little changed The total of 8 
million, more or less, does not include 
those who have long since given up 
looking for jobs. They are, as soneone 
has well put it, the invisible men and 
women who have been screened off 
from view by the affluent majority. 
This is what the candidates will 
confront in acute 
form: 
the fun­ 
damental contradiction between the 
well-off who fear more inflation and the 
jobless who believe the government 
must by the employer of last resort. 
Busing was the big issue in 1972 and it 
gave George Wallace the state. Much of 
his strength came from the men on the 
assembly line and in the auto parts 
plant around Michigan. 
While the United 
Auto Workers 
steered clear of any commitment, 
UAW men liked Wallace’s denunciation 
of pointy-headed intellectuals who were 
running Washington. 
A knowledgable guess is that much of 
the Wallace strength will go this time to 
Jimmy Carter. He is a moderate 
Southerner and that background ap­ 
peals to men and women who came out 
of the South in the great rush of the 
war. Moreover Carter has shown the 
appeal he has for the blacks. 
As Morris Udall has discovered, full 
employment with jobs created by the 
government has only slight pulling 
power. It should work in this state 
where the UAW is out after a new 
contract with greatly increased fringe 
benefits and the Teamsters won hefty 
wage boosts after a short strike. 
But gains by labor raise the bogey of 
inflation and this scares off the con­ 
servatives and moderates. The com­ 
fortable 
assumption 
of 
well-off 
Detroiters is that the built-in cushions 
of 
unemployment 
insurance 
and 
welfare will work against violence. 
In July 1967, large sections of the city 
were burned and much of this burnt-out 
area has not been rebuilt. The ex­ 
perience was shattering not only to the 
city itself but to the outlying suburbs to 
which a large portion of whites had 
moved. 
The cushions may work even as large 
numbers go off unemployment in­ 
surance and pensions from industry 
and go on welfare but the transition is 
not any easy one and it seems to 
relegate the individual to a permanent 
status outside the system. 
Those with some knowledge believe 
the coming summ er will be a severe 
test for the patience of the dispossessed 
trying to make a welfare check cover 
the cost of living which is still high with 
food prices likely to continue to rise. 
This is a 
state with as 
many 
variations as any in the union. Detroit's 
city center is as remote from the upper 
peninsula as though they were on 
different 
planets. 
The presidential 
candidates here face a truly formidable 
task

Student regulations set 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Between 
now and next fall, boards of education 
throughout Ohio are being required to 
draw up specific codes of conduct 
outlining reasons for which students 
can be removed, suspended, or ex­ 
pelled. 
The requirement cam e down from 
the legislature this year after the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that students, just 
like everyone else, are entitled to due 
process—specifically the right to some 
kind of formal hearing before being 
disciplined. 
Rep. Sam Speck, R-95 New Concord, 
guided the bill through the legislative 
process during a period of more than 13 
months, 
finally 
emerging 
with 
a 
compromise 
measure 
with 
broad 
support from the interested parties. 
Signed by Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes last 
March, it becomes part of Ohio’s 
statutes June 4, but school boards are 
being given until the first of September 
to adopt their conduct codes. 
The Ohio Association of Secondary 
School Principals—high schools are 
likely to be most affected by the new 
law—has advised its members of the 
procedural 
requirements 
that 
are 
mandated for each of the three types of 
disciplinary actions. These include: 
—Suspensions: Only a principal or 
superintendent 
may 
suspend. 
The 
maximum suspension is IO days. They 


must give reasons to the pupil in 
writing, and the pupil must be given an 
opportunity to appear at an informal 
hearing to challenge the reasons. 
Parents must be notified of suspensions 
within 24 hours, including the reason, 
and of their right of appeal to the board 
of education. 
—Removals: 
A 
superintendent, 
principal, or assistant principal may, if 
a student’s presence poses "a con­ 
tinuing danger” to persons or property, 
remove a student from the premises, 
curricular, or extracurricular activity. 
A teacher has the right of emergency 
removals from his or her classroom, 
but 
must 
immediately 
notify 
the 
principal of reasons for doing so. A due 
process hearing on removals must 
occur within 24 hours, and persons who 
requested or ordered the removal must 
be present. In an emergency removal, 
a pupil can be kept from class until the 
m atter is disposed of either by rein­ 
statement, suspension, or expulsion. 
—Expulsion: The right to expel is left 
solely in the hands of superintendents. 
The same prior notice and hearings are 
required, except that hearing must be 
no less than three days and no more 
than five days after notice is given. 
Parents or guardians must be ad­ 
vised in writing of the reasons for 
expulsion, advised of their right to 
appeal to the board of education, and 
given a closed hearing if requested.

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Unhappy consumers making voices heard 


EDITOR S NOTE Got a gripe9 Now 
more than ever, there is someone out 
there willing to listen. As more 
Americans speak up for their rights, 
more government departments and 
private buinesses have learned that the 
complaining consumer has a loud 
voice

Fed up with products that don't 
produce and services that don’t serve, 
Americans have learned that it pays to 
complain. 
No one keeps statistics on the number 
of complaints received by private in­ 
dustry and government agencies. It 
would be impossible because there are 
so many overlapping departments, 
bureaus and offices and the number is 
growing steadily. 
Five years ago, for example, there 
were nine consumer agencies at the 
state level, according to the Office of 
Consumer Affairs of the U.S. De­ 
partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare ,Today there are 135 
Dorothy Burkhardt who heads the 
complaint 
division 
of 
the 
federal 
consumer affairs unit said her office 
alone received almost 27,000 com­ 
plaints in the first ll months of 1975, 
compared to 24,000 complaints in all of 
1974. A 1975 study by the Office of 
Consumer 
Affairs showed 
that 
15 
federal agencies — a relatively small 
section of Washington’s bureaucracy — 
spent $6 4 million annually answering 
complaints. 
There are signs on a1) sides that 
consumers are more aware of their 
rights 
and 
less 
hesitant 
about 
demanding them. The same person 
who would have shrugged and said 
“ chalk it up to experience," when 
confronted with a faulty product five 
years ago, is writing to the company 
president today. 
“ People are more ready to complain 
to all institutions,” said E 
Patrick 
McGuire, senior research analyst at 
the Conference Board, a New York- 
based nonprofit business group 
"They expect more of products and 
services ... They are more cynical of 
companies’ attempts to redress their 
grievances.” 
Robert Sable, an attorney with the 
National Consumer Law Center in 
Boston, said: “ There is substantially 
more consumer litigation,” partly be 
cause consumers have more legal 
rights than they used to “ There is a 
whole host of new consumer laws,” he 
said, citing legislation involving in­ 
terest rates, warranties and credit. 
“ Ten years ago, there wasn't a whole 
lot an aggrieved consumer could do 
except make a stink." 
No one knows just when Americans 
started thinking of themselves as 
“ consumers." The late President John 
F 
Kennedy 
set 
up 
a 
Consumer 
Advisory Council in 1963 and listed four 
basic consumer rights: the right to be 
heard, the.right to a choice, the right to 
be protected against unsafe products 
. and the right to a response to a 
legitimate complaint. 
Many people believe the real con­ 
sumer drive started in 1966 with Ralph 
Nader and his book. "Unsafe at Any 
Speed .” Nader’s disclosure, at a Senate 
hearing, that General Motors Corp. had 
private 
detectives 
investigate him 
because of his crusade against the 
safety record of the Corvair, drew wide 
publicity and called attention to con­ 
sumerism as a cause. 
By 1971, “ Nader’s Raiders,” as his 
followers were dubbed, had formed 
groups to study — and change — laws 
and regulations on everything from 
food additives to pollution controls. 
Today. 
Nader’s 
organizations 
in 
Washington and Nader-spawned public 
interest research groups — PIRG S — 
across the country are involved in just 
about every facet of American life. 
The individual citizen who wants to 
complain has more outlets for his 
anger. There are almost 50 complaint 
agencies for federal departments and 
more than 225 county and city con­ 
sumer offices. 
The government publishes a 39-page 
“ Guide to Federal 
Consumer Ser­ 
vices,” with information on where to go 
with questions and complaints about 
everything from advertising to work 
regulations. The booklet is available 
free of charge from Consumer Infor­ 
mation Center, Dept. 6, Pueblo, Colo., 
81009. 
On the business front, some 500 
companies 
have 
consumer 
affairs 
units. The Better Business Bureau as 
expanded 
its 
complaint-handling 
mechanism, introducing an arbitration 
program that has grown from three 
cities in 1971 to about IOO today. And 
volunteer groups and news media 
“ action line” programs are ready to 
tackle local problems. 
McGuire said the surge in complaints 
“ began long before the recession" that 
prompted concern over money. “ It 
began when people learned there s a 
response.”

McGuire said that Middle America 
has joined the complaint parade. “ It is 
no longer considered ill-mannered or 
unpleasant ” People boast of their 
victories at cocktail parties 
Complaints still are most prevalent 
among the middle and upper-middle 
income groups, McGuire said. These 
are the people who have the knowledge, 
the time and the determination to

"It hasn't trickled down to the ghetto 
yet.” he said “ When it does, you’ll 
have an avalanche of complaints" 
because there are so many people in­ 
volved.

endorsed by the House of Represen­ 
tatives last week when it passed a $33.4 
billion arms authorization bill for the 
coming fiscal year. 
The bill, approved by a 298-to-52 vote 
margin, provides for the procurement 
of major weapons systems, plus ail 
military research and development. It 
also authorizes increases in Active and 
Reserve military personnel strengths 
Almost 30 per cent higher than the 
Fiscal Year 1976 authorization, the 
House bill provides about $23 billion for 
purchase for weapons and related 
equipment 
and 
$10 4 
billion 
for 
research and development, testing and 
evaluation. 
Although U S. defense dollar ex­ 
penditures have gradually increased in 
almost every recent year, inflation has 
actually reduced the budget's buying 
power, so that this year's budget will 
purchase 40 percent less goods and 
services than the 1968 defense budget. 
Apparently many Congressional eyes 
are finally opening to the massive 
expansion in Soviet military capacity— 
and the steady deterioration of our 
own. 
Amendments aimed 
at 
reducing 
various arms programs were soundly 
beaten 
They included attempts to 
delay production of the B-l strategic 
bomber and to hold up money for a 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier. The 
House also rejected attempts to cut

The American soldier has always had 
the advantage of superior weaponry, 
and weaponry is what the military, 
procurement authorization bill is all 
about. 
We face Soviet advances in the 
quality of military machinery and 
technology, as well as quantity. The 
Soviets are rapidly closing the "qualify 
gap” 
And even if they were not 
stressing quality, there is a point of 
which superior quality can be over 
come with sheer numbers. 
Those 
weapons 
systems 
which 
proved invaluable to the American 
fighting man in the past two decades 
will be no match in the 198()'s for the 
sophisticated 
weaponry 
being 
developed by the Soviet Union 
Certainly there is room for criticism 
of past management practices in the 
development 
and 
procurement 
of 
major weapons systems, and we should 
work to improve the system. However. 
we cannot let anything obscure our 
view of the reality of Soviet military 
expansion 
We have to sensibly and realistically 
evaluate what is necessary to maintain 
adequate 
deterrence 
against 
that 
threat. 
The real cost of defense, like the real 
cost of everything else in our society, is 
going up 
We 
must 
spend 
every 
defense dollar with 
maximum

ficiency and to produce maximum 
benefits, but it would be perilous in­ 
deed to cut corners with our national 
survival.

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THE FOURTH OF JULY BALL OF 1801

Lorenzo Carter’s spacious 
log cabin on the hillside was 
the 
social, 
economic, 
cultural and political center 
of early Cleveland. 
Carter’s house was the 
scene of Cleveland’s first 
wedding It was the site of a 
hunting supply shop, as well 
The first whiskey still was 
located practically outside 
its 
door. 
And 
the 
cabin 
served variously as tavern, 
jail, 
meeting 
hall 
and 
schoolroom. 
But the highlight of the 
cabin's 
history 
was 
Cleveland’s first grand ball, 
held there on July 4, 1801. 
Approximately 
twenty 
gentlemen and a dozen ladies 
attended 
the 
gala 
celebration. 
Carter, the host, supplied 
liberal quantities of plum 
cake and the only beverage 
available—whiskey blended 
with warm water and maple 
sugar. 
Major Samuel Jones was 
the master of ceremonies 


and the orchestra as well 
His violin provided the music 
for the 
favorite dances of 
the day, including scamper- 
down, double-shuffle and the 
western-swing. 
Carter’s 
rough puncheon floor must 
have 
sufficed, 
for 
these 
dances were more “hop and 
skip"’ than “step and glide.” 
The dancing 
may 
have 
been of the frontier variety, 
but the ball itself was a 
fancy-dress 
occasion. 
Gilman 
Bryant, 
who 
at­ 
tended 
the 
affair, 
was 
dressed in the “then style-a 
gingham suit.” Gilman tried 
to 
imitate 
the 
colonial 
gentleman’s powdered wig 
look. He described his own 
hair-style as follows: 
"My hair was queued with 
one and a half yards of black 
ribbon, about as long and as 
thick as a corncob, with a 
little tuft at the lower end; 
and 
for 
the 
want 
of 
pomatum, I had a piece of 
candle rubbed on my hair, 
and 
then as 
much 
flour 
sprinkled on as could stay 
without falling off.” 


The young Mr. Bryant was 
seventeen at the time of the 
ball, and he gallantly rode 
five miles out of town on 
horseback in order to escort 
back the fourteen-year-old 
daughter of Timothy Doan. 
When he arrived at Doan’s 
Corners on his old horse, 
Miss Doan stood on a stump 
near her cabin and mounted 
up 
behind 
him. 
Bryant 
records that she “spread her 
petticoat on Old Tib behind 
me and secured her calico 
dress to keep it 
clean.” 
Together, the gingham and 
calico couple road off to 
carter’s famous ball 
The 
dancing 
lasted 
through the night with the 
couples playing “ Hie Bettie 
Martin" 
and 
“Fisher's 
Hornpipe” as they danced. In 
the morning, the girls were 
escorted back home. 
Historians 
love 
to 
romanticize Carter’s Fourth 
of July Ball 
It has been 
called 
the 
“most 
joyous 
celebration 
of 
American 
Independence the city ever 
saw." 


Today 
we 
might 
find 
humor 
in 
such 
elegant 
pretensions 
as 
“floured 
hair." But it is precisely 
those 
pretensions 
which 
make the ball so memorable. 
For one evening, thirty-two 
men and women gathered at 
Lorenzo Carter’s rough log 
log house in order to be 
transported away from the 
frontier. For one evening, 
their dress 
and 
behavior 
suggested* not the frontier 
frolick, but the fancy-dress 
Eastern ball.

NEW YORK (AP) — I fear the White 
House is swamped today by outraged 
telegrams and inquiries from 
the 
Spanish government. And Russia must 
be wondering if the White House has, 
well, "gone bananas ” 
You see, Ron Nessen. President 
Ford’s spokesman, appeared on NBC’s 
late-night "Saturday Night" comedy 
show to host proceedings that were 
rowdy and harrumph, harrumph, often 
tasteless in the best "Saturday Night" 
tradition. 
Not only that. Ford, appearing in film 
clips, introduced Nessen and the show 
and popped up in its “Update" news 
segment to say, “Good evening. I’m 
Gerald Ford and you’re not.” 
Shortly 
after that, former NBC 
newsman Nessen appeared in a skit in 
which he played a spokesman for the 
late Generalissimo Franco of Spain. 
He 
told 
a 
reporter 
that 
"the 
generalissimo's condition is still very 
grave, but — and I would like to em ­ 
phasize this — it is stable at this time.' 
Pressed to admit that Franco was quite 
dead, he added, " I didn't say that he 
wasn’t dead. I just said he was stable." 
Nessen, on leave from the White 
House, if not his senses, for the show, 
proved an adept monologuist and skit 
actor, doing particularly well in an 
Oval Office skit in which actor Chevy 
Chase played President Ford 
Despite Nessen’s presence, Ford got 
no mercy The skit poked fun al his 
alleged clumsiness, questioned 
his 
intelligence and even obliquely brought 
up his controversial pardon of former 
President Richard Nixon 
In asking permission to appear on 
"Saturday Night,” Nessen said it would 
show that Ford has a sense of humor. 
He also noted that Nixon went on 
"Laugh-In" in 1968 to say "sock it to 
me" and, said Nessen. "That may have 
made the difference in the election. 
Chase-Ford- "But he won, didn’t 
he?” Told yes. Chase-Ford observed: 
"Well, he was funny then and he’s 
funny now. . 
That’s why I gave him a 
break." 
As Chase-Ford bumped and stumbled 
about the office, stapled his ear and put 
on his old football helmet, Nessen gave 
him the next morning’s schedule: "... 
At 7:05 you break the water glass by the 
sink ... then at 7:12 you tumble down 
the stairs....’’ 
Nessen wisely stayed out of the more 
outrageous acts, but he did do a few 
more press secretary skits, appearing 
in one in a toga to make this an­ 
nouncement for his boss. Oedipus, the 
lad who liked his mommy: "From now 
on the queen mother will be referred to 
as the queen wife. ..." 
At the start of his show-opening 
monologue. Nessen halted to take a 
bogus collect call from Ford, whom he 
was joshing at the time 
‘ You heard the monologue?” Nessen 
asked. “And you had it explained to 
you? Betty thinks it’s funny? Good. I’m 
fired?" 
Leave us hope not. Last Saturday's 
show was good, bizarre fun and showed 
the man in the White House might be a 
good deal hipper than anyone ever 
suspected. 
And 
any controversy 
it 
caused 
probably will be overshadowed when 
an even more prominent White House 
figure hosts next week's show — the 
late Millard Fillmore

Plane hijacker slain 


» 


DENVER (AP) — A gunman who 
held two hostages on a private airplane 
for seven hours was shot and killed by 
FBI agents early today as he boarded a 
jet he thought was to fly him to Mexico, 
an FBI spokesman said. 
Ted Rosack, special agent in charge 
of the Denver FBI office, said Roger 
Lyle Lentz, 31, was killed shortly after 
midnight, ending an episode that began 
in Grand Island, Neb., and included two 
separate flights over Colorado aboard 
the commandeered private plane. 
Neither hostage — pilot Robert Blair 
and mechanic Harlan Hiller, both of 
Grand Island — was hurt during the 
seven hours they spent in the Piper 
Navaho with the gunman or in the 
gunfire aboard the commercial jet, 
Rosack said. 
“The subject came up the ramp with 
his hostages, ducked into the galley, 
and when agents aboard the plane 
properly identified him, was shot,” 
Rosack said. “One of the agents said he 
believed the subject fired one shot, but 
we’re still investigating that.” 
The shooting was aboard a Convair 
990, a four-engine jet owned by Ports of 
Call Travel Club, a local airline. It was 
the second jet prepared for Lentz, who 
earlier rejected a DCS trainer owned by 
United 
Airlines 
for 
the 
flight 
he 
demanded to Mexico. 


Rosack 
said 
Lentz, 
who 
faced 
charges at home including vehicular 
homicide and larceny, was involved in 
a 
gunfight 
earlier 
Sunday 
with 
authorities in Grand Island. 


He went to the Grand Island airport, 
carried a .22-caliber revolver and a .410 
shotgun aboard the Navaho and or­ 
dered Blair to take off, Rosack said. 


He said Hiller was in the airplane 
because he had just finished servicing 
it for flight. 
After arriving at Denver’s Stapleton 
International Airport, the plane sat on 
a runway while FBI agents tried to talk 
Lentz into surrendering, Rosack said. 
He demanded a Boeing 747, then a 
Boeing 737, then any type of com­ 
mercial aircraft to fly him to Mexico, 
Rosack said. 
The FBI agent said the plane took on 
fuel after 3Vfe hours on the ground, then 
inexplicably took off, circled the air­ 
port for about a half-hour and landed. It 
was refueled ^nd took off again. 


During the second flight, Blair got 
clearance to land at Casper, Wyo., 
about 250 miles north of Denver, but 
just north of Greeley, Colo., 50 miles 
north of Denver, the plane turned back 
and returned to Stapleton.

Nadler left a lucrative Miami 
Beach practice to move to the 
area in 1948 because “ I was 
needed. 
There was only one 
doctor in the area, and he was 
sick. 
“Others refused to come in 
here,” he said. “I didn’t want a 
Park Avenue practice, and here I 
have people who appreciate me, 
thank GckI.” 
City officials have told him the 
land his office occupies is needed 
for a park, part of a project 
honoring the late civil rights 
leader.

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Bills face death in Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Bills that 
haven’t cleared at least one chamber 
probably will get lost in the shuffle as 
the legislature begins on Tuesday a 
two-week drive to bring the current 
session to a close. 
Floor sessions and committee ac­ 
tivity both will reflect what has become 
a traditional policy giving emphasis to 
bills near passage in the closing days.

will

On Tuesday, the House returns from 
a week-long Easter break to consider 
Senate amendments to five measures. 
They will go to the governor if the 
amendments are approved. The lower 
chamber votes the same day on four 
bills that originated in the Senate. 


Similarly, senators return for a flood 
session that calls for votes on five 
House measures. Committee sessions 
follow the same pattern, with House 
panels looking at a total of 25 Senate 
bills 
Tuesday 
through 
Thursday 
compared to 13 of their own. Of 55 
measures to be heard in the Senate, 40 
originated in the House. 
Three major bills are among those in 
the House awaiting action on Senate 
amendments. One requires statewide

Approval for use as landfill 
County commissioners contract to farm newly-acquired land 


By GEORGE MALEK 
The Fayette County Board of Commissioners have 
contracted with Donald Denen to farm more than IOO 
acres of land purchased near the Washington C H. 
Industrial Park. 
The land, which was purchased by the com­ 
missioners for $233,172 March 23 at the auction of the 
late Edna Hamm’s estate, will be used by the county as 
a new landfill. 
The portion of the land which is not immediately 
used for landfill will be farmed by Denen and the 
profits divided between Denen and the county. Denen 
currently operates the Fayette County farm on the 
CCC Highway-E where he resides. 
The commissioners said the two parties will share 
the operating expenses with Denyn supplying the 
necessary machinery. This is the same arrangement 
under which the 450-acre county farm is maintained. 


Approval of the new site by the Fayette County 
Health Department and me Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency are expected early this summer. 


Actual use of the site as a landfill is expected to begin 
in six months to one year. 
Farming will continue while the land is serving as a 
landfill. It will require only three to five acres per year 
for the landfill operation. 
FINANCING the purchase will come largely from 
federal revenue sharing monies. The $23,317 down 
payment on the land came from existing revenue 
sharing funds. The commissioners expect too borrow 
$160,000 on a five-year note 
which they expect to 
eventually bond. 
lf revenue sharing is continued, a question which is 
currently being debated in Congress, the greatest 
percentage of the money to repay the loan wiU also 
come from revenue sharing in the coming years. 
In addition to the down payment and loan, there will 
be an outstanding balance of nearly $50,000. The 
commissioners have not yet decided what monies will 
be used to pay this portion of the cost. 
Likely sources are revenue sharing, the county farm 
account, and the road maintenance and repair fund. 
The latter is being considered because the 137-acre 


tract is to eventually house the county highway 
department facilities. 
The commissioners stressed that the purchase was 
prompted solely by the need for a new landfill site. 
Estimates of the useful life of the current landfill area 
near Jeffersonville range from four to eight months. 
The commissioners also stressed that they have no 
intention of seeking a special tax levy to fund the 
purchase. Sufficient funds to cover the cost should be 
available from current sources, they said. 
Estimates of the revenue which might be obtained 
from farming the available land were in the neigh­ 
borhood of $5,000 per year. In addition, the com­ 
missioners said they have been approached con­ 
cerning lease of some portions which would serve as 
pasture land, but are not tillable. 
Use of the tract as a landfill should not dimmish its 
value, they said If the land is properly attended during 
the landfill operation, it should be able to ac­ 
commodate a variety of uses afterward. 
Ai least 18 inches of topsoil must cover the ground 
when the fill area is restored. Improved grading will 


likely enhance the value, the commissioners added

They spent their time playing, lazing 
in the warm sun and gorging them­ 
selves on fruit, much of which had been 
tranquilized in an attempt to bring 
them back into the compound 
Park officials said they hoped to have 
the baboons back in their compound 
within 24 hours as soon as they finished 


construction of an electrical fence to 
keep the baboons in the compound.

asking local residents to help them find 
the baboon which got away. 
“ We think he’s trying to make it back 
to the troop, but that our personnel who

Legacy of Howard Hughes 


The late Howard Hughes was a 
man whose highly publicized ec 
cenlrieities tended to obscure his 
very considerable achievements.His 
fanatically reclusive lifestyle and 
the enormous wealth that made it 
possible dominated popular interest 
in him over the past 20-odd years. 
Yet 
his 
genuine 
contributions, 
notably as an aviation pioneer but 
also in motion pictures and elec­ 
tronics. will be a lasting memorial to 
this unusual man 
Hughes love affair with flying and 
aircraft development began early. 
He built airplanes and flew them - 
and once brusquely told an aide who 
objected to the risk: “ I do my own 
flying.” 


He was good at ii. in 
his 20s 
when he had already begun the 
parlaying of an inherited fortune 
which 
ultimately 
made 
him 
a 
billionaire - he broke numerous 
aviation records He set a world 
speed record of 352 miles an hour in 
1935. flew around the world in four 
dftys in 1938. Eight years later,

barely escaped death 


Hughes also is known for his early 
career as a trailbreaking movie 
producer. His great success was

decision has been taken and with the 
large clutch of delegates Michigan will 
be 
an 
important 
state 
for 
the 
Democratic contestants. 
And the big issue that they will have 
to congront here is unemployment. 
Henry Ford II admitted in an in­ 
terview in The Detroit News that this 
will be a 10-million-plus car year, not 
the scacely more than 9.5 million he 
had earlier predicted. 
But this upsurge in the auto industry 
has touched “the Motor Town” little, if 
at all. One reason, of course, is that the 
industry — with the exception of 
Chrysler — is widely dispesed in other 
parts of the country and what was once 
the center of the machine that tran­ 
sformed the world is today no more 
than a symbol. 
The unemployment rate here is put 
today at 20 per cent. But there is good 
reason 
to 
believe 
that, 
as 
with 
nationwide unemployment figures, this 
is a gross underestimate. Persons who 
should know put the unemployment 
rate in the city’s black ghetto at 40 per 
cent or more. And this includes not only 
youths but individuals of all ages. 
Here 
is 
the 
fundamental 
con­ 
tradiction of this strange election year. 
All the economic indicators are slowly 
rising. The employed, the affluent, are 
buying new cars and , in a larger 
proporition, bigger cars. At the same 
time, the great mass of the unemployed 
remains little changed. The total of 8 
million, more or less, does not include 
those who have long since given up 
looking for jobs. They are, as soneone 
has well put it, the invisible men and 
women who have been screened off 
from view by the affluent majority. 
This is what the candidates will 
confront in acute form : 
the fun­ 
damental contradiction between the 
well-off who fear more inflation and the 
jobless who believe the government 
must by the employer of last resort. 
Busing was the big issue in 1972 and it 
gave George Wallace the state. Much of 
his strength came from the men on the 
assembly line and in the auto parts 
plant around Michigan. 
While the United 
Auto Workers 
steered clear of any commitment, 
UAW men liked Wallace’s denunciation 
of pointy-headed intellectuals who were 
running Washington. 
A knowledgable guess is that much of 
the Wallace strength will go this time to 
Jimmy Carter. He is a moderate 
Southerner and that background ap­ 
peals to men and women who came out 
of the South in the great rush of the 
war. Moreover Carter has shown the 
appeal he has for the blacks. 
As Morris Udall has discovered, full 
employment with jobs created by the 
government has only slight pulling 
power. It should work in this state 
where the UAW is out after a new 
contract with greatly increased fringe 
benefits and the Teamsters won hefty 
wage boosts after a short strike. 
But gains by labor raise the bogey of 
inflation and this scares off the con­ 
servatives and moderates. The com­ 
fortable 
assumption 
of 
well-off 
Detroiters is that the built-in cushions 
of 
unemployment 
insurance 
and 
welfare will work against violence. 
In July 1967, large sections of the city 
were burned and much of this burnt-out 
area has not been rebuilt. The ex­ 
perience was shattering not only to the 
city itself but to the outlying suburbs to 
which a large portion of whites had 
moved. 


The cushions may work even as large 
numbers go off unemployment in­ 
surance and pensions from industry 
and go on welfare but the transition is 
not any easy one and it seems to 
relegate the individual to a permanent 
status outside the system. 
Those with some knowledge believe 
the coming summer will be a severe 
test for the patience of the dispossessed 
trying to make a welfare check cover 
the cost of living which is still high with 
food prices likely to continue to rise. 
This is a state with as many 
variations as any in the union. Detroit’s 
city center is as remote from the upper 
peninsula as though they were on 
different 
planets. 
The 
presidential 
candidates here face a truly formidable 
task.

Ohio Perspective 


Student regulations set 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Between 
now and next fall, boards of education 
throughout Ohio are being required to 
draw up specific codes of conduct 
outlining reasons for which students 
can be removed, suspended, or ex­ 
pelled. 
The requirement came down from 
the legislature this year after the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that students, just 
like everyone else, are entitled to due 
process—specifically the right to some 
kind of formal hearing before being 
disciplined. 
Rep. Sam Speck, R-95 New Concord, 
guided the bill through the legislative 
process during a period of more than 13 
months, 
finally 
emerging 
with 
a 
compromise 
measure 
with 
broad 
support from the interested parties. 
Signed by Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes last 
March, it becomes part of Ohio’s 
statutes June 4, but school boards are 
being given until the first of September 
to adopt their conduct codes. 
The Ohio Association of Secondary 
School Principals—high schools are 
likely to be most affected by the new 
law—has advised its members of the 
procedural 
requirements 
that 
are 
mandated for each of the three types of 
disciplinary actions. These include: 
—Suspensions: Only a principal oiv 
superintendent 
may 
suspend. 
The 
maximum suspension is 10 days. They 


must give reasons to the pupil in 
writing, and the pupil must be given an 
opportunity to appear at an informal 
hearing to challenge the reasons. 
Parents must be notified of suspensions 
within 24 hours, including the reason, 
and of their right of appeal to the board 
of education. 
—Removals: 
A 
superintendent, 
principal, or assistant principal may, if 
a student’s presence poses “a con­ 
tinuing danger” to persons or property, 
remove a student from the premises, 
curricular, or extracurricular activity. 
A teacher has the right of emergency 
removals from his or her classroom, 
but 
must 
immediately 
notify 
the 
principal of reasons for doing so. A due 
process hearing on removals must 
occur within 24 hours, and persons who 
requested or ordered the removal must 
be present. In an emergency removal, 
a pupil can be kept from class until the 
m atter is disposed of either by rein­ 
statement, suspension, or expulsion. 
—Expulsion: The right to expel is left 
solely in the hands of superintendents. 
The sam e prior notice and hearings are 
required, except that hearing must be 
no less than three days and no more 
than five days after notice is given. 
Parents or guardians must be ad­ 
vised in writing of the reasons for 
expulsion, advised of their right to 
appeal to the board of education, and 
given a closed hearing if requested.

Unhappy consumers making voices heard 


EDITO R’S NOTE -G o t a gripe? Now 
m ore than ever, there is someone out 
there willing to listen. 
As more 
A m ericans speak up for their rights, 
m ore governm ent departm ents and 
private buinesses have learned that the 
com plaining consum er has a loud 
voice.

Fed up with products that don’t 
produce and services that don’t serve, 
A m ericans have learned that it pays to 
com plain. 
No one keeps statistics on the num ber 
of com plaints received by private in­ 
dustry and governm ent agencies. It 
would be impossible because there are 
so m any overlapping departm ents, 
bureaus and offices and the num ber is 
growing steadily. 
Five years ago, for exam ple, there 
w ere nine consum er agencies at the 
state level, according to the Office of 
Consum er Affairs of the U.S. De­ 
partm ent of Health, Education and 
W elfare. .Today there are 135. 
Dorothy B urkhardt who heads the 
com plaint 
division 
of 
the 
federal 
consum er affairs unit said her office 
alone received alm ost 27,000 com ­ 
plaints in the first ll months of 1975, 
com pared to 24,000 com plaints in all of 
1974. A 1975 study by the Office of 
Consum er 
Affairs 
showed 
that 
15 
federal agencies — a relatively sm all 
section of W ashington’s bureaucracy — 
spent $6.4 million annually answ ering 
com plaints. 
There are signs on all sides that 
consum ers are m ore aw are of their 
tights 
and 
less 
hesitant 
about 
dem anding them . The sam e person 
who would have shrugged and said 
“chalk it up to experience,” when 
confronted with a faulty product five 
years ago, is writing to the company 
president today. 
“ People are more ready to complain 
to all institutions,” said E. Patrick 
McGuire, senior research analyst at 
the Conference Board, a New York- 
based nonprofit business group. 
“They expect m ore of products and 
services ... They are more cynical of 
com panies’ attem pts to redress their 
grievances.” 
Robert Sable, an attorney with the 
National Consumer Law Center in 
Boston, said: “There is substantially 
m ore consum er litigation,” partly be­ 
cause consum ers have m ore legal 
rights than they used to “T here is a 
whole host of new consum er law s,” he 
said, citing legislation involving in­ 
terest rates, w arranties and credit. 
“Ten years ago, there w asn’t a whole 
lot an aggrieved consum er could do 
except m ake a stink.” 
No one knows just when A m ericans 
started 
thinking of 
them selves 
as 
“consum ers.” The late President John 
F. 
Kennedy 
set 
up 
a 
Consumer 
Advisory Council in 1963 and listed four 
basic consum er rights: the right to be 
heard, the.right to a choice, the right to 
be protected against unsafe products 
. and the right to a response to a 
legitim ate complaint. 
Many people believe the real con­ 
sum er drive started in 1966 with Ralph 
Nader and his book. “ Unsafe at Any 
Speed.” N ader’s disclosure, at a Senate 
hearing, that General Motors Corp. had 
private 
detectives 
investigate 
him 
because of his crusade against the 
safety record of the Corvair, drew wide 
publicity and called, attention to con­ 
sum erism as a cause. 
By 1971, “ N ader’s R aiders,” as his 
followers were dubbed, had formed 
groups to study — and change — laws 
and regulations on everything from 
food additives to pollution controls. 
Today, 
N ader’s 
organizations 
in 
W ashington and Nader-spawned public 
interest research groups — PIRGS — 
across the country are involved in just 
about every facet of American life. 
The individual citizen who w ants to 
com plain has more outlets for his 
anger. There are alm ost 50 complaint 
agencies for federal departm ents and 
m ore than 225 county and city con­ 
sum er offices. 
The governm ent publishes a 39-page 
“ Guide to Federal 
Consumer 
Ser­ 
vices,” with information on where to go 
with questions and com plaints about 
everything from advertising to work 
regulations. The booklet is available 
free of charge from Consumer Infor­ 
m ation Center, Dept. 6, Pueblo, Colo., 
81009. 
On the business front, some 500 
com panies 
have 
consum er 
affairs 
units. The Better Business Bureau as 
expanded 
its 
complaint-handling 
m echanism , introducing an arbitration 
program that has grown from three 
cities in 1971 to about IOO today. And 
volunteer groups and news media

“ It hasn’t trickled down to the ghetto 
y et,” he said “ When it does, you’ll 
liave an avalanche of com plaints” 
because there a re so m any people in­ 
volved.

nationwide basis, McGuire said, has 
tvPo or m ore years of college, is over 30, 
“is m ore likely to be WASP than 
ethnic” and is in a m anagerial or sem i­ 
professional job. 
If the item involved cost less than 
$100 — food, clothing or sm all ap­ 
pliances — the com plainant is likely to 
toe a woman, McGuire said. If it cost 
m ore than $100, the com plainant is 
probably a man.

$675,000, an increase of about 154 per 
cent in the num ber of complaints and 
215 per cent in the am ount of money 
recovered.

National Council of Better Business 
Bureaus, said local groups received 
over 6 4 million calls of all types last 
year. Thirteen per cent were com ­ 
plaints.

which no action is taken. The num ber of 
overall com plaints increased steadily 
in the late 1960s and early 1970’s, from 
324,000 in 1966 to almost 1.5 million in 
1973. 
The trend was reversed in 1974 and 
by 1975 the num ber of com plaints — 
form al and informal — was down to 
846,000. 
The decline does not necessarily 
m ean that people are complaining less, 
although Tuttle said he hoped it in­ 
dicated g reater custom er satisfaction. 
O ther factors causing the decrease 
include the sales slump of 1975, Tuttle 
said. People bought less and therefore 
had few er new products to complain 
about. 
The increased availability of com ­ 


plaint outlets also contributes to a drop 
in the num ber of com plaints received 
by any one agency.

billion arm s authorization bill for the 
coming fiscal year. 
The bill, approved by a 298-to-52 vote 
margin, provides for the procurement 
of major weapons systems, plus all 
military research and development. It 
also authorizes increases in Active and 
Reserve military personnel strengths. 
Almost 30 per cenf higher than the 
Fiscal Year 1976 authorization, the 
House feill provides about $23 billion for 
purchase for weapons and related 
equipment 
and 
$10.4 
billion 
for 
research and development, testing and 
evaluation. 
Although U.S. defense dollar ex­ 
penditures have gradually increased in 
almost every recent year, inflation has 
actually reduced the budget’s buying 
power, so that this year’s budget will 
purchase 40 percent less goods and 
services than the 1968 defense budget. 
Apparently many Congressional eyes 
are finally opening to the massive 
expansion in Soviet military capacity— 
and the steady deterioration of our 
own. 
Amendments 
aimed 
at 
reducing 
various arm s programs were soundly 
beaten. They included attempts to 
delay production of the B-l strategic 
bomber and to hold up money for a 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier. The 
House also rejected attempts to cut 
back 
submarine 
construction, 
ban 
testing of advanced missile warheads 
and reduce our forces overseas by 
47,000 men. 
In 
recent 
years, 
Congress 
has 
allowed the defense budget to shrink to 
one-quarter of all federal spending 
Only 15 years ago, it represented one- 
half. The real growth in government 
spending has been in the non-defense 
area. 
The 
Soviet 
Union 
spends

equivalent of about $60 billion a year 
for weapons development and pur­ 
chase. That is roughly what we spent 
nine years ago. While the Soviets have 
boosted their weapons expenditures, 
ours have dropped to under $35 billion

Russians’ increased concentration and

And even if they were not 
stressing quality, there is a point of 
which superior quality can be over­ 
come with sheer numbers. 
Those 
weapons 
systems 
which 
proved invaluable to the American 
fighting man in the past two decades 
will be no match in the 1980’s for the 
sophisticated 
weaponry 
being 
developed by the Soviet Union 
Certainly there is room for criticism 
of past management practices in the 
development 
and 
procurement 
of 
major weapons systems, and we should 
work to improve the system. However. 
we cannot let anything obscure our 
view of the reality of Soviet military 
expansion. 
We have to sensibly and realistically 
evaluate what is necessary to maintain 
adequate 
deterrence 
against 
that 
threat. 
The real cost of defense, like the real 
cost of everything else in our society, is 
going up 
We must 
spend 
every 
defense dollar with 
maximum ef­ 
ficiency and to produce maximum 
benefits, but it would be perilous in­ 
deed to cut corners with our national 
survival.

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THE FOURTH OF JULY BALL OF 1801

Lorenzo Carter’s spacious 
log cabin on the hillside was 
the 
social, 
economic, 
cultural and political center 
of early Cleveland. 
Carter’s house was the 
scene of Cleveland’s first 
wedding. It was the site of a 
hunting supply shop, as well. 
The first whiskey still was 
located practically outside 
its door. And the 
cabin 
served variously as tavern, 
jail, 
meeting 
hall 
and 
schoolroom. 
But the highlight of the 
cabin’s 
history 
was 
Cleveland’s first grand ball, 
held there on July 4, 1801. 
Approximately 
twenty 
gentlemen and a dozen ladies 
attended 
the 
gala 
celebration. 
Carter, the host, supplied 
liberal quantities of plum 
cake and the only beverage 
available—whiskey blended 
with warm water and maple 
sugar. 
Major Samuel Jones was 
the master of ceremonies 


and the orchestra as well. 
His violin provided the music 
for the 
favorite dances of 
the day, including scamper- 
down, double-shuffle and the 
western-swing. 
Carter’s 
rough puncheon floor must 
have 
sufficed, 
for 
these 
dances were more “hop and 
skip’” than “ step and glide.” 
The dancing may have 
been of the frontier variety, 
but the ball itself was a 
fancy-dress 
occasion. 
Gilman 
Bryant, 
who 
at­ 
tended 
the 
affair, 
was 
dressed in the “ then style-a 
gingham suit.” Gilman tried 
to 
imitate 
the 
colonial 
gentleman’s powdered wig 
look. He described his own 
hair style as follows: 
“ My hair was queued with 
one and a half yards of black 
ribbon, about as long and as 
thick as a corncob, with a 
little tuft at the lower end; 
and 
for 
the 
want 
of 
pomatum, I had a piece of 
candle rubbed on my hair, 
and then as much 
flour 
sprinkled on as could stay 
without falling off.” 


The young Mr. Bryant was 
seventeen at the time of the 
ball, and he gallantly rode 
five miles out of town on 
horseback in order to escort 
back the fourteen-year-old 
daughter of Timothy Doan 
When he arrived at Doan’s 
Corners on his old horse, 
Miss Doan stood on a stump 
near her cabin and mounted 
up 
behind 
him. 
Bryant 
records that she “ spread her 
petticoat on Old Tib behind 
me and secured her calico 
dress to keep it clean.” 
Together, the gingham and 
calico couple road off to 
carter’s famous ball. 
The 
dancing 
lasted 
through the night with the 
couples playing "Hie Bettie 
Martin” 
and 
“ Fisher’s 
Hornpipe” as they danced. In 
the morning, the girls were 
escorted back home. 
Historians 
love 
to 
romanticize Carter’s Fourth 
of July Ball. It has been 
called 
the 
“ most 
joyous 
celebration 
of 
American 
Independence the city ever 
saw.”

Columbus school lawsuit opens 


COLUMBUS. Ohio 
(AP)

The 
NAACP challenges the policies of the 
Columbus school board in a federal suit 
starting today The civil rights group 
acknowledges that the suit, like others 
in the state, is designed to pressure 
local schools into desegregating 
“ We re saying that the schools are 
essentially segregated and that 
it 
wasn’t serendipidity that they got that 
way,” said Louis Lucas, lead counsel 
for the NAACP in the suit, opening 
before U.S. 
District 
Court 
Judge 
Robert Duncan 
Lucas 
characterizes 
the 
school 
board’s 
plan 
of 
voluntary 
desegregation the socalled Columbus 
plan, as a “ phony." "It is a phony free­ 
dom of choice plan that’s minimal in 
effect and doesn’t desegregate the 
schools,” he said. 
But though the school board itself is 
divided into a majority white faction 
that is waiting for a court decision and 
a black faction that seeks independent 
steps, officials say they expect no 
problems. 
“ I think Columbus can face any 
problem that comes,” said John Ellis, 
school superintendent. “The board has 
attempted to meet this particular issue 
with a philosophy consistent with the 
school.” 
Community groups have, met to 
discuss the case. The Chamber of 
Commerce 
has formed 
a 
citizens 
committee to work with the school 
board no 
matter 
what 
the court 
decides. Religious leaders have also 
discussed the issues and efforts to 
support peaceful compliance with any 
desegregation plans. 
But Mayor Tom Moody takes the 
position that “ our schools are not 
segregated and they never have been 
segregated.” At least, he says, there 
has never been any intention to seg­ 
regate them. 
In Columbus and OLher major cities 
he says, "the black-white issue is dead, 
except in the hearts of a few ex­ 
tremists.” 
In Cleveland, a desegregation case is 
currently being decided by a federal 
judge. In Dayton, a judge is working on 


an implementation plan There are also 
segregation questions in Cincinnati, 
Youngstown. Lima and Akron. 
Lucas 
says 
he 
perceives 
a 
willingness 
to 
comply 
with 
de­ 
segregation 
guidelines, 
especially 
when he compares the situation with 
the difficulties plaguing court-ordered 
busing in Boston. 
Ellis said the school board is com­ 
mitted to neighborhood schools, and 
that it has never consciously pursued a 
policy of racial segregation. 
"The board does feel it has been 
meeting the issue,” he said. “ The 
board has favored the neighborhood 
school.” But he says they also favor 
busing to improve racial balance—as 
long as the busing is voluntary. 
He said the Columbus plan, designed 


to 
increase integrated 
educational 
opportunities, has transferred about 
3.600 students, mostly black, out of a 
student population of 96,000. 
“ We have not been as successful in 
attracting white students to black 
schools,” Ellis said. “ But we are trying 
to develop other magne programs.” 
Presentations before Duncan, who 
has children in the Columbus school 
system, are expected to last a month. 
Both sides are prepared to call more 
than IOO witnesses to support their 
claims.

TV Viewing 


NEW YORK (AP) — I fear the White 
House is swamped today by outraged 
telegrams and inquiries from the 
Spanish government. And Russia must 
be wondering if the White House has, 
well, “gone bananas.” 
You see, Ron Nessen. President 
Ford’s spokesman, appeared on NBC’s 
late-night “Saturday Night” comedy 
show to host proceedings that were 
rowdy and harrumph, harrumph, often 
tasteless in the best “Saturday Night’’ 
tradition. 
Not only that, Ford, appearing in film 
clips, introduced Nessen and the show 
and popped up in its “Update" news 
segment to say, “Good evening. I’m 
Gerald Ford and you’re not." 
Shortly after that, former NBC 
newsman Nessen appeared in a skit in 
which he played a spokesman for the 
late Generalissimo Franco of Spain. 
He 
told 
a 
reporter 
that 
“the 
generalissimo’s condition is still very 
grave, but — and I would like to em ­ 
phasize this — it is stable at this time." 
Pressed to admit that Franco was quite 
dead, he added, “I didn’t say that he 
wasn’t dead. I just said he was stable." 
Nessen, on leave from the White 
House, if not his senses, for the show, 
proved an adept monologuist and skit 
actor, doing particularly well in an 
Oval Office skit in which actor Chevy 
Chase played President Ford. 
Despite Nessen s presence, Ford got 
no mercy. The skit poked fun at his 
alleged clumsiness, questioned 
his 
intelligence and even obliquely brought 
up his controversial pardon of former 
President Richard Nixon. 
In asking permission to appear on 
“Saturday Night,’’ Nessen said it would 
show that Ford has a sense of humor. 
He also noted that Nixon went on 
“Laugh-In” in 1968 to say “sock it to 
m e" and. said Nessen. “That may have 
made the difference in the election." 
Chase-Ford 
“But he won, didn’t 
he?” Told yes, Chase-Ford observed: 
“Well, he was funny then and he’s 
funny now. . . That’s why I gave him a 
break." 
As Chase-Ford bumped and stumbled 
about the office, stapled his ear and put 
on his old football helmet, Nessen gave 
him the next morning’s schedule: "... 
At 7:05 you break the water glass by the 
sink ... then at 7:12 you tumble down 
the stairs.. .” 
Nessen wisely stayed out of the more 
outrageous acts, but he did do a few 
more press secretary skits, appearing 
in one in a toga to make this an­ 
nouncement for his boss. Oedipus, the 
lad who liked his mommy: “ From now 
on the queen mother will be referred to 
as the queen wife. ..." 
At the start of his show-opening 
monologue, Nessen halted to take a 
bogus collect call from Ford, whom he 
was joshing at the time. 
“ You heard the monologue?" Nessen 
asked “And you had it explained to 
you? Betty thinks it’s funny? Good. I’m 
fired?” 
Leave us hope not. Last Saturday’s 
show was good, bizarre fun and showed 
the man in the White House might be a 
good deal hipper than anyone ever 
suspected. 
And any 
controversy 
it 
caused 
probably will be overshadowed when 
an even more prominent White House 
figure hosts next week’s show — the 
late Millard Fillmore
